Come lo think about it, we have- 


n't heard much a bout the Army's 
ordnance branch—which 
designs, 


purchases and services tanks, guns, 
munitions, combat and staff ve- 
hicles, and most of the things with 
which men fighl exccpl planes and 
water craft. 
That is worthy of note in view of 


1)19 frequent and too often justified 
criticisms which have wirlr-d about 
the heads of other war planning and 
procurement, agencies. 


When the British evacuated Dun- 


kirk, and scurried back lo Iheir is- 
land sanctuary without arms, cart- 
ridges, or anything much except 
their fisls, we hastily sent them just 
about every weapon and munition 
in our almost bare cupboard. 


It was the task of Ihe Ordnance 


Department, with utmost haste, to 
replace those guns, that powder, 
and the other material of war out of 
an economy which, during years of 
pacifism, we had deliberately de- 
militarized by malnutrition. 


The way that job has been done 


is a tribute to the quiel devotion of 
Ihe liltlc ordnance nucleus which 
the Army managed

through lean years. How litlle, you 
may be Ihe judge. There were just 
275 officers in Ihe entire establish- 
ment.

The possibility of homi- 
cide was studied.

Intimacy of Feinily Life Conducive 


To 
Shortcomings

Editor of Advance 
From the last lesson on Ihinjjs 
Unit nuir family life it \s with much 
snlisfnction thai one turns to this 
losson on the motives that strength- 
en family life. 
It is 
far 
more 


pleasant and perhaps more effec- 
tive to deal with fine and construc- 
tive things than to tall; about shorl- 
comin/;s and sins. 


The motives that strengthen fam- 


ily life 
are 
the 
motives 
that 


strennthen personal and social life. 
But just as we pointed out, there 
are particular problems and diffi- 
culties of family life that are more 
conducive to shortcomings. 
Fam- 


ily relationships, because of their 
intimacy, are also mure conducive 
to Hoi'd and true motives when 
these once have 
the uppermost 
plnce . There is something about 
family life that invites one to be 
and do one's best when one has the 
right attitude toward the home and 
toward the family. 


The Scriptures 'in this lesson are 


drawn from wide and suggestive 
sources. 
The first pas-sage tells 


of the birth of Moses and his con- 
cealment from the Egyptian foes 
through his mother's lov'e and care. 
Tho second passage from tho Book 
of Joshua tells of a crucial time 
in the life of Joshua, the successor 
of Moses, when the Israelites whom 
lie was leading were discontented 
and almost ready to return to the 
fleshpots of Egypt. 
One of 
that 


crisis comes a notable declaration 
which ought to 
have 
particular 
meaning for us in these days when 
our country is at war. 


When Joshua heard the murmur- 


ing among the people, he met it 
realistically and courageously. "If 
it seem evil unto you," he said to 
the people, "to 
serve 
Jehovah, 
choose you this day whom ye will 
serve." 


Jf it was their decision to go back 
to Egypt or to choose to worship 
the heathen gods of the Amoritcs. 
their neighbors, there was nothing 
he could do to prevent it. but his

Reports Boom 
in Bible Sales 
During War 


Chicago, Nov. 10 —(IP) —There's 


.1 boom in the Bible business — 
iiuite convincing proof that a na- 
tion at war is seeking solace in 
prayer. 


But the mothers, 
wives 
and 
sweethearts «f the men 
in 
the 


armed forces aren't the only buy- 
ers of the Bibles, says an author- 
ity on the distribution of the testa- 
ments and gospels. They're being 
sold to all classes of people, and 
sales this year, he said, probably 
would be 25 per cent more than in 


Dr. Robert Taylor, executive sec- 


retary of the Chicago Bible Society 
and representative of the American 
Bible Society, termed the condi- 
tion "an amazing Bible revival," 
and said that "America is discov- 
ering the Bible again." 


"It isn't just a flaroup caused 
by the war but is the result of a 
real spiritual 
renaissance which 


has been coming on for some time 
but has been quickened 
by 
the 
war." 


He said that many of the large 


publishing firms were weeks 
' be- 


hind in their orders and that the 
American Bible society, which'nor- 
mally distributes 10,000,000 copies 
annually, is running several 
days 


behind schedule. 


The tempo of orders, Dr. Taylor 


said, began to rise last spring and 
the increase-"has constantly accel- 
erated until it is hard to control." 


As evidence of the upswing 
in 
business, he pointed to the dis- 
tribution of $,500,000 bibles and por- 
tions in 12 central states last year 
as compared to the 2,500,000 
ex- 
pected to be sent out this year. 


Demand for the scriptures for 
the armed forces, Dr. Taylor 'said, 
"has 
been 
unparalleled." 
The 


American Bible Society has given 
away 800,000 testaments 
through 
chaplains and in addition it 
has 


sold 250,000 copies to churches to 
be given to the men in service. 


The society provides the service 
men with moisture 
proof 
testa- 


ments bound in tho -color of their 
uniforms, with the proper insignia. 
Dr. Taylor explained 
that 
testa- 


ments now carry supplements of 
Psalms, hymns, and prayers 
so 


that if no chaplain is present, 'men 
of the ranks or officers may con- 
duct informal devotions.

by l'ederal,State,local and foreign governments also are exempt. 


(c) Passenger car tire* in the hands of dealers (including car 


dealers), jobbers or manufacturers, bought or made for sale, 
are exempt if they have been reported to the Government on 
official inventory forms. 


DISPOSING OF IDLE TIRES-Usable Idle Tires and Idle Tires 
that can be made usable by repairs can be disposed of only 
to the Government in accordance with the instructions 
given elsewhere on this page.
